Some background information . 
is necessary to set the stege for 
the event.

There, six 
reters is reserved for television 
channel 1 (have you ever wondered 
rhy U.S. television sets start 
with channel 2?).

27% of the countries will grant 
scecial, hichly restricted, six 
meter crivilecges only after app-

To work a DX station on six 
meters, tune your 10 meter receiver 
to the region of 28.880 to 28.900 
MHZ.

hear stations calling "Cc crossband", 


in this 10 Ke range. They will tell 
you where on 6 meters that they are 
listening. Operation of this type 
in known as crossband. If you have 
a separate 6 meter transnitter and 
10 meter receiver, full auplex op- 
eration is possible. again, when 
operating crossband of this type, 
you transmit on 6 meters, but re- 
ceive the DX station on 10 meters, 


when I was operating 6 reters 
on December 16, only 2 European 
stations had permission to trans- 
rit on 6 meters.

ARRL RECOMMENDED PRECEDENCES 


Please observe the following ARRL provisions for PRECEDENCES in connection with written 
message traffic. These provisions are designed to increase the efficiency of our service both in 
normal times and in emergency. 


Precedences 


EMERGENCY 


PRIORITY 


WELFARE 


ROUTINE 


Any message having life and death urgency to any person or group of persons, 
which is transmitted by Amateur Radio in the absence of regular commercial 
facilities. This includes official messages of welfare agencies during emergencies 
requesting supplies, materials or instructions vital to relief of stricken populace 
in emergency areas. During normal times, it will be very rare. On CW/RTTY, 
this designation will always be spelled out. When in doubt, do not use it. 


Use abbreviation P on CW/RTTY. This classification is for a) important 
messages having a specific time limit b) official messages not covered in the 
emergency category c) press dispatches and emergency-related traffic not 

of the utmost urgency d) notice of death or injury in a disaster area, personal 
or official. 


This classification, abbreviated as W on CW/RTTY, refers to either an inquiry 
as to the health and welfare of an individual in the disaster area or the reply 
to such an inquiry that indicates all is well. Welfare traffic is handled only 
after all emergency and priority traffic is cleared. The Red Cross equivalent 
to an incoming Welfare message is DW] (Disaster Welfare Inquiry). 


Most traffic in normal times will bear this designation. In disaster situations, 
traffic labeled Routine (R on CW/RTTY) should be handled last, or not at all 
when circuits are busy with higher precedence traffic. Most traffic handled on 


amateur circuits in normal times will fall into this category. 


Note - — the precedence always follows the message number. For example, a message number 
may be 207 R on CW and “Two Zero Seven Routine” on phone.

after listening to W1NG's 
explanation of why he had two 
SWR bridges in line to the same 
antenna (element switching back 
and forth between forward and re- 
flected positions), I decided to 
go one step further and integrate 
the above in my homebrew antenna 
tuner. 


The basic bridge is copied 
after the Heathkit type (also 
known as the Moniratch) using 
pickup wires parallel to the cen- 
ter conductor of a coaxial cable, 
The 150 ohm terminating resistors 
are for a 52 ohm version and can 
be changed to 100 ohms for a 75 
ohm version. Details of this part 
will not be discussed as it is 
well cocurented in the various 
handbooks, 


The only other components re- 
quired are two meters (rreferably 
having tne sare full scale sensi- 
tivity) and a 2 gang pot. The 
scales on the meters and movement 
sensitivity are not critical since 
they are only veing compared for 
full scale deflection on one and 
mininum ceflection on the other, 
The pot point is adjusted for full 
scale on the forward reter and the 
reflected meter is automatically 
tracked, Adjust the antenna tuner 
for minizunm deflection on the re- 
flected meter. Some interaction 
will occur between the meters as 
the antenna tuner is adjusted.
